‘Summarp of Hews from the Far Last. 
JAPAN. 
‘YOROHAMA. 


The British achooner Wild Wave, arrived at Hong Kong, 
reports having left Yokohama on the 11th March, She made 
the passage in nine days, during which time she experienced 
Principally strong north-east winds. Everything was quiet in 
Yokohama up to the time of her departure. The British 
barque Maggie M‘Lean left for Hong Kong two days prior to 
the departure of the Wild Wave. She saw the American 
barque Benefactress, from New York, at anchor in the Ly-ee- 
moon Passage. 

An official notification from Mr. Marcus Flowers, then Act- 
ing Consul, dated Feb. 22, announces that Mr. L. Fletcher has 
been nominated Her Majesty’s Acting Vice-Consul at Kana- 
gawa. 

A mecting was convened on the 23rd February by the Sani- 
tary Committee for the purpose of placing their accounts 
before the public. These accounts showed a balance in hand 
of $158, no levy having been made for the month of Janu- 
ary. The committee felt that it would be impossible long to 
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continue to collect more voluntary assessments, now that the 
20 per cent. was agreed to be deducted by the Japanese Govern- 
ment, and they naturally desired the opinion of the community 
as to what they thought best to be done. It appeared that 
the total amount of assessments actually paid was $2,634.38 
—about 10 per cent, on the ground-rent. The ac- 
counts wero received and adopted, and the committee 
were requested to retain office for one month longer, 
with power to collect the assessment for the month of 
January, thus completing the twelve months, Mr. Rickerby 
observed that the returns of the Sanitary Committee clearly 
showed that the 20 per cent. of the land rentals agreed to be 
given up by the Japanese Government would not be sufficient 
to meet the requirement. A vote of thanks to the Sanitary 
Committee for their past services was carried by acclamation, 
and the meeting separated. 

As stated in the last number of the Loxdon and China 
Telegraph, the notion of a new port being opencd met with 
no enthusiastic reception from the Yokohama merchants. The 
Japan Herald remarks — 

‘There was a time when the news of the opening of any large port In 
Japan would have created an immense sensation ; but that time has now 
passed. Our merchants have lately had sufficient time and t opp ortunity 
to form very good opinions of the actual value of Japanese trade. They 
vow know, almost exactly, what the country ean produce and what are 
its wants that have to be supplied; and taking this as a criterion of 
the utmost that can be done in Japan, they feel satisfied that there 
are already more hands at work and more capital on hand than re- 
quired for the amount of business. As a proof of this we have onl; 
to refer to the state of our silk market during the last few months, 
when the large amount of surplus capital caused so great a com- 
petition ss to drive prices 20 per cent. above the highest points 
ever known before. Taking as an axiom that the prosperity of any trade 
consists in the benefits red from it being in excess of the expenses 
necessarily incurred in its development, we may say that the question of 
the advisability of opening a new port in Japan resolves itself into this— 









;, | Will it increase the trade of Japan sufficiently to make it worth the while 


of our merchants to establish new -houses or open agencies therein? This 
is, of course, for our merchants to answer, but taking into consideration 
the experience they have already had of the capital introduced into the 
country being more than sufficient for the exigencies of trade, it may be 
inferred that if the opening of any new port be not preceded by radical 
reforms in the method of trading at present allowed by thz Japanese 
Government, it will be rather prejudicial to commercial interests than 
otherwise. 

Japan is but a small country. _ Its resources are not like those of China, 
almost unlimited; and the whole amount of business it could do with 
foreigners, under the present condition of its trade, would amount to but 
little more than what is now done in the ports of Yokohama, Nagasaki, 
and Hakodadi. if trade were really free, if Japanese merchants were at 
full liberty to deal with foreigners, there is no doubt that produce would 
come forward in larger quantities than hitherto, and that our import 
market would enter into astage of progressive development which we hope 
would become considerable; but under our present relations with the 
Japanese merchants a great many new ports might be opened without 
sufficiently affecting the total of our imports and exports. 

The most sanguine of our merchants will scarcely admit that Japan 
can export more than 30,000 bales of silk in the year; and if this 
amount be divided between two or three ports instead of remaining the 
exclusive share of Yokohama, whence 25,000 bales were exported two 
years ago, the profits derived from the silk trade would be reduced by 
halves or thirds. The same argument applies to other articles of export 
and import, mith the sole exception perhaps of tea, the exportation of 
which article would possibly be increased by the opening of & new port 
nearer than Yokohama to the principal tea growing countries. 

But if our trade with Japan is limited (and we are sorry to say itis 
very limited) the expenses incurred in transacting business seem to be 
almost without limit. In spite of the continual dulness of business, and 
consequently a continous diminishing of profits, expenses have steadily 
increased, and have at last attained to such a pitch that Yokohama, but a 
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few years ago considered to be one of the cheapest places in the East, 
may now be iooked upon as an unhappy rival of Shanghai, which has for 
some time enjoyed the unenviable reputation of being one of the most 
expensive places in the world. ‘The business done in Yokohama at pre- 
sent is s> small that our merchants look upon themselves as exceptionally 
fortunate if they are able to clear their expenses, and we doubt if the 
most fortunate would be enabled to maintain two establishments if by so 
duing they did not considerably inerease their expenses. 

We are of opinion that, under the present condition of trade, 
cannot be greatly increased, and in order to make the opening of a new 
port desirable, our diplomatic representatives should come forward and 
take advantage of present opportunity to abolish the abuses that, although 
sanctioned by time, yet do the greatest harm to our commercial interests. 
By acting thus they would gain the gratitude of their countrymen, and 
leave Japan with the well-deserved reputation of having considered the 
general welfare of the community before their personal interests. 

The Garrison Winter Races took place on the 22nd Feb. 
The day was a lovely one, and alinost all the ladics of the 
settlement, and indced the greater part of the foreign commu- 
nity, assembled to witness the sport. A commodious stand 
had been erected, and every provision made by the persever- 
ing stewards to insure the comfort and convenience of their 
visitors. Capt. Parry (Royal Marines) officiated as judge, 
Lieut. Poyntz as starter, Lieut. Harris (20th) as clerk of the 
course, and Lieut. Wood (R.A.) as secretary. Tho winners 
were Dr. Hensman’s (20th) Sayonara; Mr. Bond’s (R.E.) 
Pluck ; Major Wray’s (R.E.) Black Bob; Mr. Goldsmith’s 
(20th) Satsuma ; Capt. Blount’s (20th) Ugly; Mr. Smythe’s 
(20th) Falling Star; and Mr. Peter’s (Royal Marines) Pericles,

CHINA. 
SHANGHAT. 

The P. and O. mail of the 2Gth January arrived out on the 
16th March. ‘The dates are now down tothe 20th. 

At the cotton auction held by Messrs. Woodward and Co., 
the first four lots of 200 bales each, “good clean,” were sold 
respectively at Tls. 16.4, Tls. 16.2, Tis. 16.2, and Tls. 16.3 
per picul. A lot comprising fifty-five bales “Shanghai good” 
brought Tis. 16.1. 

Messrs, Wheelock and Co. sold about 1,045 tons coal ex 
Adelina, vy public auction, at the rate of Tis. 5.20 per ton. 

The North China Herald says :—Of the three Yangtze ports 
thrown open to foreign trade by the treaty of ‘Ticn-tsin, Chin- 
keang has hitherto proved least worthy of the attention of our 
merchants. Its situation is less favourable than that of cither 
Kiukiang or Hankow, and it has laboured under the additional dis- 
advantage of proximity to districts held by therebels. Inthe olden 
times it was a city of no stnall importance, on account of its 
favourable strategic position at the junction of the Grand Canal 
with the Yangtze. ‘The city was crowded with inhabitants, 
and in the suburbs, wo are told, there was ‘so great a throng of 
people that one could scarcely squecze through them. ‘The 
‘Taipings, however, have changed all this. The Chinese city 
was well-nigh destroyed during its occupation by them and its 
subsequent recapture by the Imperialists ; and the neighbour- 
ing conntry has several times been the scene of encounters 
between the hostile partics. Devastation and ruin have, of 
course, been tho result ; the country has been laid waste, and 
tho crecks have become choked. Thus situated, Chinkeang 
could hardly be expected to thrive. But the day is at hand 
when an improvement may be looked for in this picture ; and 
although it is not likely ever to rival its sister riverine ports, a 
great improvement in its trade may be expected. ‘The native 
authorities are working energetically to clear the channel of 
the Grand Canal, which had become choked during the rebel 
occupation, iz this neighbourhood ; and a vast through traflic 
is anticipated, so soon as the periodical rising in the river 
occurs, It remains to be seen whether the central position 
which Chinkeang will then enjoy will not in some degree com- 
pensate for its other disadvantages of situation. The tea crops 
of a province will not flow into it as into Kiukiang and Han- 
kow ; but it will be the natural depot for goods arriving by the 
Grand Canal for the foreign market, and for the foreign goods 
which Chinese may purchase for export along that stream into 
the interior, During the year 163, the imports at Chinkeang 
amounted only to 4,567 tls.,aud the exports only to 690 tls. ; but 
it must be remembered that communication with the South was 
then“almost entirely precluded by the rebels, During 1864 
a gratifying improvement took place; but the current year 
will be the first in which a fair opportunity will have occurred 
of testing its value as a port of communication with the inte- 




















rior. Besides copper cash, cotton and silk were the oaly note- 
worthy objects of export during 1863, and in the former of 
these a considerable increase took place last year, which will be 
again surpassed in 1365. In auticipation of tho increased 
trafic which may fairly be looked for, the Chivkeang Municipal 
Council contemplate, we are glad to learn, the construction of 
a pier alongside of which steamers can moor for the purpose 
of loading and discharging cargo, ‘The danger to cargo- 
boats in crossing from the steamers to the shore, during 
the heavy sea which not unfrequently prevails in the Yangtze, 
is great ; and the construction of a jetty which may cnablo 
vessels to discharge directly into godowns on the shore, will be 
a valuable boon. In the days when the Foreign Settlement was 
a floating one, the measure was comparatively unnecessary, for 
hulks furnished godown as well as dwelling accommodation. 
But the concession has at length been marked out, and foreign 
buildings have been commenced on it, which will no doubt in- 
creaso and multiply as trade devclopes. A custom-house, 
too, is being erected on shore, in supersession of the hulk 
which at present answers that purpose, and to it all 
goods will have to be brought for examination, instead of to 
the floating establishment which now lies so conveniently near 
to discharging vessels, We sincerely trust that the contem- 
plated scheme may be carried out, and that the two hundred 
steamers which on an average usually discharge cargo at the 
port, will soon have more convenient accommodation than the 
open river for the purpose. The cost will, of course, be con- 
siderable, but the advantage, in expeditious discharge of cargo 
and avoidance of risk, will fully compensate for the outlay. 
And there is the additional advantage that, as the wharf will be 
clearly municipal property, wharfage dues can hardly be refused, 
and are not likely to be evaded. 

The following items are from the North China Daily 
News :-— 

The troops sent down from the camps at Soochow, or at 
least a large detachment of them, are said to have arrived at 
Fa-wha, the former station of Kingsley’s battalion. Here they 
will wait until steamers are obtained to transport them to 
Amoy. On their way down country they are accused of having 
committed cruel ravages on the country people, in order to 
supply the want of adequate provisions. Aa might have been 
auticipated, they were marched out of their camps without any 
of the necessaries of life, and the cravings of nature had to be 
supplied by a total disregard to the rights of property in the 
villages through which they passcd. Thus their advauee from 
Soochow seemed rather the march of an enemy over hostile 
ground than the peaceful conduct of troops destined for service 
upon their own soil, The odium of such outrages rests, of course, 
with the officials, for we could not expect even the most highly 
disciplined army to abstain from violence were the daily wants of 
the men left unsupplied. Such conduct betrays a policy even 
more jshort-sighted than we usually have to stigmatise in the 
Chinese. It teaches the peaceable inhabitants to regard their so- 
called defenders with the same unutterable fear and dislike as 
they would uaturally exhibit towards an invading army. Tho 
rebellion has indeed taught the Chinese nothing. We have 
hero another instance of the carelessness with which the Im- 
pcrial authorities themselves sow the sccds of disaffection, and 
lead the minds of the people to look forward to apy change, as 
of necessity heralding a happier state of things. Security for life 
and property is as dear to the Chinese mind as it is to the 
European, but the apathy of the former renders it safer to 
trifle with his privileges than it would be to attack the rights 
of foreign nations. here must, however, be a limit even to 
Chinese endurance, and such circumstances as we have just 
related will go far to induce the villagers to hail the advent 
of the rebels as a deliverance from the yoke which oppresses 
them. However mistaken they may be in their expectatious, 
such will naturally be their opinion until sad experience teaches 
them that a Government, whether Imperial or rebel, affords 
little or no protection to its non-combatant subjects. 

We have been informed that the arrest of the Shanghai 
flien by the French Municipal police has had at least one 
tragic result. The Chincse linguist, Wang, whose misrepresev- 
tations to tho magistrate, on the one hand, and to the police 
on the other, are said to have caused the difficulty which 
ended in the outrage upon the dignity of the Hien, was be 
headed on the 11th or 12th inst. It would seem that a full 
report of the proceedings was forwarded to the Futai, 
and by his order the only person concerned in the afizir, 
over whom the native tribunals could oxercise jurisdic. 
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of their subjects to the robbers who disturb the peace of our 
frontier. 

On the 17th February, in the middle of the night, four 
French and three Cochin Chinese sailors were sent in a boat 
in pursuit of some malefactors, aud when in the Great Vaico, 
in front of the highest part called the Great Trees, an alli- 
gator rose and placed his forepaws on the gunwale. Tho 
frightened Cochin Chinese jumped into the water and swam 
for the shore; and the Europeans by their Lrusque movements 
upset the boat. Ono of the last, a sailor named Buttez, man- 
aged to lay hold of the branch of a tree which overhung the 
water and thought himself in safety. He had not been there 
many minutes, up to his middle in water, when he felt an 
alligator seize him by the thigh and try to drag him down; 
he called for aid, and defended himself as well as he 
could with bis other leg, and succeeded in driving his euemy 
off. He gaincd the mud and ‘managed to drag himself to 
higher ground, when he was perceived by one of his companions 
and the three Annamites, and all five managed to regain their 
ship, after scrambling through the jungle for nearly an hour. 
The wounds of Buttez are severe, but not dangerous, but his 
two unfortunate comrades, Launay and Morin, have not been 
recovered, This accident has causcd a profound sensation ; 
and it has no precedent in the annals of the French expedition. 

On the 22nd February Mgr. Dupond was consecrated Bishop 
of Ayoth in partibus by Mgr. Miche, and nomivated vicar 
apostolic of the Mission to Siam. The Governor, accompanied 
by his aide-de-camp, souie Europeans, anda great number of 
Annamites, were present at the ceremony. Mgr. Dupond suc- 
ceeds the late Mgr. Pallegois, Bishop of Mallos. 





STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Our newspapers are tothe Ist April. The London mail of 
the 27th February was due on the 2nd of April. By the 
Clan Alpine, from Calcutta, telegraphic advices from London 
had been received to the 17th March. 

The Straits Times acknowledges the receipt from the Govern- 
ment of the Budget estimates of 1865-66. The revenue is os 
mated at Rs, 2,114,676, and the disbursements at Rs.2,258,468. 
©T5 will bo perecived (remarks our contemporary) that, including 
the estimate of expenditure on public works, and the approxi- 
mate cost of military, but excluding the support of convicts, 
the expenditure will exceed the revenue by about £14,000. 
But these are approximations only, and it is more than likely 
that while the revenue will exceed the amount set down, the 
expenditure will fall short of it.” The estimated charge for 
the military exceeds by about £12,000 the amount actually 
spent last year; but our contemporary has becn informed that 
the estimate of the requirements includes the cost of the troops 
stationed at Labuan, as the local treasury has to make the 
necessary advances on their account, although the amount is 
afterwards received from the Home Government. 

At the meeting of the municipal council on the 15th of 
March, a letter was read from Mr. H. P. Stephenson, chairman 
of tho Singapore Gas Company, requesting that the commis- 
sioners would reconsider the last altcrations and amendments to 
the draft of the proposed Gas Act, more especially with refer- 
ence to the penalty, not exceeding $1,000 per diem, on the 
company, should they fail to make gas enough to supply their 
regular customers. After consideration, the commissioners 
determined to adhere to their last revision of the proposed Act. 

IMLS. Adventure had arrived from Hong Kong with his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Brabant on board, on his way to 
Galle. The hired transport Caroline Coventry had arrived from 
Hong Kong with a detachment of the 2nd Belooch regt. on board. 
The American steamer Woosung, from Boston, with dates to 
the 11th November, anchored in the roads on the 22nd March. 

Captain Risdon, of the barque Constance, arrived from 
Batavia on the 19th March, reports having seen, about eight 
miles south-west of the Horsburgh Light-house, a large vessel of 
about eight or nine hundred tons, apparontly wator-logged ; 
the foremast and mainmast were gone, only the mizenmast 
standing. No one appeared to be on board. It is probable that 
the vessel would drift in towards Rhio Straits. 

‘Twelve European scamen belonging to the British ship 
Sebastopol were charged before the Marine Magistrate, on the 
26th March, with refusal to procecd in the ship, ‘The men 
still persisting in their refusal, imprisoument for twelve wecks 
in the House of Correction, with hard labour, was inflicted on 
each, 
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The barque Zephyr, Captain Poyer, from Cardiff with coals, 
reports haying sprung her foremast, and will have to repair. 

The brig Henriet(a, arrived on tho 29th March, spoke the 
Hamburg barque Johann Olufa, in Banca Strait, on the 14th, 
198 days out from Newcastle, bound to Singapore, and wished 
to be reported. 





PENANG. 

The Chinese settlers have again beon disturbing the public 
quict by their feuds. The Gazette of the 18th March says :— 

For the last few days thero has been a disturbance be- 
tween the To Peh Kong and the Chin-Chin Kongsi, It has 
been chiefly confined to the Bali Pulo district, but there have 
also been occasional outbreaks among their members in town. 
It will be recollected that some time ago the two societies fell 
out, and some of the Chin-Chins, in order to send their 
produce to town and to sccure the same from being 
molested by the To Poh Kongs, engaged neutral Ghi 
Hin boats to convey the same from Bali Pulo to town. But 
the To Peh Kongs considering this an interference on the part 
of the Ghi Hins, began to attack the Ghi Hins ; and hence the 
origin of the late quarrel and riots between the Ghi Hins and 
the To Peh Kongs, Now however that this has been settled, 
the To Pech Kongs have once more turned their attention to 
the Chin Chins. On Tuesday last some Chin Chins sent 
their produce from the country to the China Street ghaut in- 
stead of to the Ujong Passir, where the produce is usually sent, 
in order to avoid any contact with the To Peh Kongs, who 
always congregate in large numbers in the latter place. But 
the caution of the Chin Chins availed them nought, for while 
they were landing their goods they were attacked by a party 
of the To Peh Kougs and robbed of the greater portion of 
them. It will,be imperative on the part of the Government 
to timely interfere in this as yet petty quarrel, in order to 
prevent such outbreaks and disturbances as we havo lately 
witnessed. The To Pech Kongs are a bold and determined set 
of men, and will stop short of little in order to wreak their 
vengeance on their weaker brethren or to satiate their fury on 
a helpless rival.

PETROLEUM—ITS FORTUNES, 

Whenever the history of the Petroleum trade is written, it is certain to 
contain among its annals more romantic incidents, more cases of in= 
dividuals who have passed from poverty to almost boundless wealth, more 
instances of those who have parted with their wealth for a 30th or a 60th 
share in an oil well spouting bountifully, and which has run dry in a forte 
night and left them begzared, than will be afforded by the traditions of 
any other trade or venture. The South Sea bubble, John Law's Missis- 
sippi scheme, or modern railway manias afford no manner of parallel to 
the perpetual change and barter, to the wealth squandered and easily won, 
in the muddy “ changes” of Oil Creek and Cherry Run. Even the ex 
citement of the “fresh diggings” of California, or the “new rushes” of 
Australia, afford but a faint example of what is done daily in the oil 
country of Pennsylvania, In the guld districis the prizes are few —so few, 
indeed, as to make the average carnings at “new rushes” lower than the 
average earnings of Australian labourers, and no one ever yet heard of a 
digger clearing his £200,000, £300,0UU, or even £500,000 from successful 
mining. Yet such instances, though not common, are still far from rare 
in the oil districts of Pennsylvania. No romance that bas yet been written 
gives such extravagant illustrations of sudden fortunes ascan be almost 
weekly proved from the records of these oil wells. 

‘The green, foul-smelling liquid which exuded over the poor farms of 
Oil Creek and Cherry Run, which was known in by-gone days to the 
Indians only as {a cure for rheumatism, and lately to the Americans as 
characterising places were a stench was to be avoided, is now sought after 
with an aridity to which new rushes or well-known’ gold-bearing recis 
afford no comparison. ‘The Egbert Farm, the Sherman, Maple Shade, 
Colwell, Ferrall, Jersey, Keystone, and Coquette wells have each their 
history of gigantic loss or profit to those who ouce owned this poor * half 
scratched "land, as the thin farms are called in Pennsylvania, In some 
eases the owners have resolutely held on to their property, and with an 
outlay of $2,000 have realized §2,000,000 in a few months. Others have 
parted with the right of working wells for as little as £400, and a 30th 
share in the yield of such cheaply acquired property has since been sold 
for $30,000, In some cases the yield has been so sudden and pro 
a3 to spout up with aroar like e:caping steam for more than 50 feet into the 
air, and there being no means of mecting this great efilux of the valu 
able liquid, it has at last, after vain efforts to stop its rush or 
to collect it in ponds, been allowed to flow wastefully away for 
days, and even weeks, till the supply has ccased as suddenly as it began. 
Under the depression of price produced by such a tremendous increase 
in the supply of oi', the value of the oil ‘itself has been as low as half 
the value of the barrel which contained it; in some cases so low av not 
to pay the trouble of collecting it, even though flowing on the ground in 
streams, We believe, inde°d, that the price of crude petroleum has at 
one time ruled as low as a dollar the barrel in Oil City, and even then the 
demand was checked from a fear that there could be no market for it. 
How far such a supposition was warranted may be guessed from the fact 
that though petroleum has been but four years an article of commerce, 
it has already assumed the second place among the exports from the 
States, and now rnks next to breadstuffs, In 1860 scarcely any was ex~ 
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ported; last year the cxports amounted to 32,000,000 gallons, while 
the domestic “consumption in America was even greater. As yet, 
certainly, the limit of its usefulness has not been reached. The 
pure oil is coming into general use from its cheapness as an illu- 
minator. The secret of extracting its gas with greater ease, and at 
less expense than coal-gas has been discovered and is being put in 
practice in America. ‘The solid residuum from the refining process which 
eliminates the gas xives paraffin candies, As a lubricator for wheels and 
machinery generally the heavier qualities are in demand. Paint oilsand 
varnish ate obtained from it, and the benzine is used as a substitute for 
turpentine. Some of the most beautiful and durable colours now worn 
are obtained from the waste petroleum after refining, and after the separa 
tion of the naphtha it has been found a valuable substitute for pit oil in 
tanning, and produces a better and stronger quality of leather. So, then, 
this green, ill-smelling liquid, to which poor Pennsylvanian farmers could 
scarcely allude in decorous terms from its presence having spoilt their salt 
wells, has now become the main source of wealth to the State, and is 
likely to prove even more productive than it has ever yet been, for the 
demand for it seems as boundless as the supply. 

Pennsylvania, however, is far from being the only part of the world 
where oil wells have been discovered,’or where they are believed on good 
authority to exist. The Crimea, it is stated by Americans who have ex- 
amined it to ascertain the truth of the reports of its oil-bearing qualities, 
is likely to yield immense quantities on the skirts of its semi-mountainous 
interior. Canada, too, possesses oil wells, and many in the Upper Pro- 
vince have been worked with enormous profit while they lasted, and every 
indication which smell and discoloured water can afford showa that petro- 
Jeum may be found in large quantities among the dense forests which 
cover the eastern shores of Lake Huron, But in one most important 

articular the oil wells of Canada differ from those of Pennsylvani 
"The former seldom yield oil for long ; the latter, whether the flow ceas 
and they have to be pumped, or the pumping is useless and they have to 
be forced by air pressure, still always yield oil. The cases where ofl 
wells in Pennsylvania have “ given out” may easily be accounted for by 
the fact of the avidity with which every foot of land in the vicinity of an 
oil Geld is bought up, and the rival shafts sunk so deep as to tap and drain 
away the original source of supply in other directions. Tire short supply 
of the Canadian oil wells as compared with those in the States may pos- 
sibly be explained by the geolozical fact of a deticiency, except at Pictou, 
in Nova Scotia, in the coal formation, to which, whether rightly or 
wrongly, the presence of petroleum is mainly attributed, 

Though the methods by which it is professed to discover oil in Western 
Pennsylvania are almost endless, from the divining rod even to charms 
and oil-smellers, yet the modus operandi when once the site is determined 
on is nearly the same in all cases. Over the spot chosen a timter frame- 
work is erected about 10 ft. square by 40 ft. high, and strongly bolted to- 
gether. A grooved wheel or pulley hangs at the top, and a windlass and 
crank are at the base. A few feet trom the derrick a smnall steam-engine 
is stationed, and covered with a rough board shanty. A pitman-rod con- 
nects the crank of the engine with one end of a Jarge wooden “engine- 
bob,” as it is called in some of our mining districts, placed midway 
between the engine and derrick, the beam being pivoted on its centre 
about 12 ft. from the ground, A rope, attached to the end of the beam 
nearest the derrick, passes over the pulley already mentioned and ter- 
minates over the intended hole, A cast-iron pipe, from 4) in, to 5 in. 
in diameter, is driven into the surface ground, length following length 
until the rock is reached. ‘The earth having been removed from the in- 
terior of the pipe, the actual process of boring or drilling is commenced. 
‘Two huge links of iron, called * jars,” are attached to the end of the rope. 
‘A long and heavy iron-pipe is fixed to the lower link, and in the end of 
this is screwed the drill, or punch, a chisel-shaped piece of hardened steel 
about 3 in, in diameter and 2 ft. to 3 ft. long. When all is ready, the 
drill and its heavy attachments are lowered into the tube, and the enyine 
is set in motion, With every elevation of the end of the beam the drill 
strikes the rick, the heavy links of the “jars” sliding into each other, 
and preventing a jerking strain on the rope. The rock as it is pounded 
mixes in a pulverised condition with the water constantly dropping into 
the hole, and afier a short time the drill is hoisted out and the ‘sand. 
pump” dropped into the hole, This is a copper tube about 5 ft. long, 
and ‘smaller than the drill, having a valve in the lower end opening 
inwards, which, when the tube 1s dropped into the hole, the slimy 
fluid enters and is hoisted out, As the drill is chisel-shaped, the 
hole made by it would not be round, so a contrivance is resorted 
to in order to secure that end, which is accomplished in part by 
the borer, who sits on a seat above the hole, holding a handle 
fixed to the rope, and giving the lattera half twist at every blow. When 
the drilling is accomplished, another too!, called a “reamer,” is inserted, 
which makes the hole round and moderately smooth. When the bole gets 
down to the point where the first reliable indications of oil are reacied, 
the contents of the sand-pnmps are carefully examined. The principal 
features of the geological formation of the Pennsylvania oil region are 
three strata of saudstone, with intervening strata of soapstone aud shale. 
Indications of oil are found in the first and second sandstone, but the 
principal deposit is found in the third layer, at depths varying from 300 to 
800 feet. Should no oil be found in the third sandstone, the attempt is 
abandoned. 

The wall having been bored to the required depth, it is tubed by an 
iron pipe with a valve at the lower end being run down the whole depth 
of the hole, the necessary length being obtained by screwing the joints 
together. As soon as tubed, and sometimes betore, the oil and gas. should 
it be a“ flowing well,” rush out with great force and considerable noise. 
A pipe is connected with the upper part of the tubc, and the oil is con- 
ducted into an immense vat, holding from 500 to 1,2U0 barrels. The 
gas escapes into the air. If the oil should not flow, a pump-box, with a 
sucker-rod of wood, is inserted in the tube and connected with the 
“beam” of the engine, In many instances oi, gas, and water are all 
pumped up togetier, and are separated bya simple contrivance. The 
wingled fluids and gas are pumped into a smali barrel. ‘The oil and 
water fall to the bottom of the barrel, and run off by a pipe near the 
bottom into the large vat, where another separation takes place, the 
greater specific gravity of the water causing it to sink to the bottom. The

gas escapes by a small pipe at the top of the barrel, and is con- 
ducted into the furnace of the engine, where it burns with a fierce and 
steady flame, frequently dispensing with the use of other fuel. 

In some cases, as we have said, the sudden yield of oil has been so 
much beyond all calculativn that the fortunate borers have been obliged 
to allow thousands upon thousands of gallons to flow away. One of. 
these springs, after flowing away for weeks, has since yielded a clear pro- 
fit of $1,500,000 on the original outlay of {2.500 to * strike ” the oil. 
‘This, however, though a conspicuous instance of the waste of oil, is far 
from being a very conspicuous evidence of the yield of profit which some 
of these great weils have afforded. Captain Funk, the commander of a 
small lumber flat, cleared from one well £360,000 sterling in afew months, 
and invested this sum so judiciously in other oil lands that the atnount of 
the wealth he bequeathed at his death soon after is still unknown, and is 
commonly reported to be incaleulable, Not long before his death a 
young man at the Creek in search of employment was engaged by Cap- 
tain Funk as a clerk at a moderate salary. “Being well pleased with the 
manner in which his dutics were performed, Captain Funk gave him an 
The well was a success, and the 
young man sold out his interest for $100,000. Another young man, 
not 21, was employed at waggoning oil on the Creek. In part payment of 
his services he took a sixth interest in awell then sinking. Tie well 
«struck oil,” and at once the young man sold out his property for $150,000, 
with a part of which money he purchased a large farm in Minnesota, 
Everything at Oil Creek and Cheery Run was of course done at first in 
the roughest fashion, There were no railways, and the oil had to be got 
away by land or water anyhow, and at a prodigious waste of the commo= 
dity. “But it was su cheap at Oil Creck and so dear at Pitsburg, that 
one cargo escaping out of five sent down the Alleghany river paid well, 
and at first at this rate of loss and gain the trade weut on. Now, however, 
there is every appliance of barrels and tank-barges to save the oil, and a 
branch of the Atlantic and Great Western Railway runs right through 
the heart of the oil district. By this line all the oil is brought to market 
and from this enormous and constantly increasing source of traffic alone 
the Atlantic and Great Western promises to be the richest paying line in 
America, a fact which is not without interest for the English, considering 
that nine-tenths of its capital ig owned in this country. Before the con- 
struction of the railroad the oil was floated down in open tank-boats or on 
rafts over the shallow rapids of the Alleghany into Pittsburg. When the stream 
was low a dam was built above the locality of the wells, and, at an appointed 
time, the dam was cu: and the boats swept down to the river by the freshet. 
When the first flowing wells were astonishing the people on the Creek by 
the unexpected yield of oil, and puzzling them with the question what to 
do with it, to the want of barrels in suificieat number was added the want 
of flat boats to convey the filled barrels to market. All sorts of devices 
were resorted to. The barrels were launched into the stream and lashed. 
together in a huge raft, on which were placed planks enough to support a 
rade cabin for the raftsman, Where there were more flat boards than 
barrels, the sides of the boat were made as tight as po:sible, and the stream 
of crude oil turned into the boat itself, filling it to the edge. The opening 
of the dam and the consequent freshet sometimes caused great confusion 
and loss among the boats and rafts, owing, perhaps, to the carelessness of 
a few boatmen, Ill-secured boats went plunging and smashing 
among rafts, barrels, aud boats. Barrels of oit were sent career- 
ing wildly down stream on their own account. Flat boats filled 
with oil’ in bulk were stove in, and the oil escaped into the 
stream. The latest of the great freshet disasters, which occurred 
in December, 1802, occasioned a loss of 50,000 barrels of oil. But 
water disasters are as nothing to the fearful mischief caused by 
fires inthe oil regions, The whole oil region is like a vast magazine of 
guupowder, and the flowing wells are as so many open casks of powder ; 
They are even more dangereus, tor, while gunpowder only explodes when 
in immesiate contact with fire, an oil well will sometimes take tire from a 
civar many yards distant. ‘The oil froma flowing well is accompanied by 
an exceedingly inflammable gas, which pervades the air for several yards 
around, At many of the weils a notice warns the visitor that smoking is 
strictly prohibited in the neighbourhood, and more care is taken in enfore- 
ing the rule than at some powder milis.” But, in spite of all precautions, 
accidents will happen. Sometimes the lighted cigar of a careless visitor, 
or the pipe of a thick-headed labourer is the cause. Sometimes the sas 
suddevly rushes up from a well that has just struck oil, and, taking fire 
from the engine furnace, wraps everything in flames, shooting up a 
column of fire and smoke 100it. in height. 

When the burning-well happened to be near the Creek, which has 
often been the case, a new danger threatened. The boats, loaded with 
oil, took fire, and, burning their lines, went adrift down the stream. As 
they passed the tank-boats filled with oi] in bulk the flames spread to 
them with the rapidiiy of lightning; a single flash, and the whole boat 
was in flames. ‘The burning boats continued in their course of devasta- 
tion, setting fire to everything they touched on their route. ‘he bursting 
of tanks covered the stream with oil, which took fire, and added to the 
terrific grandeur of the scene. A great fire of this kind occurred rather 
more than a year ayo, when blazing boats came down the creeks, and, 
plunging among a large fleet of loaded boats at Old City, set them all 
on fire, and the whole blazing mass swept down the Alleghany, burning 
the Franklin-bridge as they passed, and spreading terror for miles along 
the river. 

Water has no effect on burning petroleum. To extinguish a burning 
well the only means discovered is to play on it with steam from the boilers 
of a neighbouring engine, or to heap the mouth of the hole with earth. 
To accomplish the latter is a work of great ditliculty and danger, for the 
heat thrown out by burning petroleum is intense, For this reason a 
flowing well that takes fire frequently burns for many days before the fire 
can be extinguished. It is only the crude petroleum, however, which 
gives off this explosive gas; the refined oil is never dangerous. Ina 
recent discussion at the United Service Institution, the Duke of Somerset 
expressed a contident hope that the time was not tar distant when Uer 
Majesty's ships would be able to use petroleum as fuel instead of steam 
coal, “Such a change means nothing less than that a steam frigate, which 
now carries ten days’ steam coal, costing say £1,000, would then be able 
| from its portability to carry twenty days’ fuel in petroleum, costing £500.

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THE REDUCTION OF THE TEA DUTIES. 


‘Lue allotment by Mr. GLapstovE of £1,868,000 out of the 
estimated surplus for 1865-66 of £4,031,000 to the reducing 
the tea duty by one-half, whilst confessedly a boon to the la- 
bouring classes, affords opportune relief to the trade by aiding in 
the moving off of excessive stocks of low priced teas. The rise in 
all descriptions that has taken place since the announcement of 
the Budget is not, however, to bo exclusively credited to the 
remission, for to this both China and United States advices 
have conspired ; tho former as indicating a curtailment in ship- 
ments, and the latter an active demand for the descriptions 
that lay heaviest on our hands,—Green teas and Oolongs. 
Prices had previously receded so far that only the slightest stimu- 
lant was required for their reaniniation, and the markets had 
already exhibited thia tendency. The bidding in of lots at 
what were generally decmed extravagant valuations, showed 
the firmness of holders; and large purchases made by 
leading speculators, who are suspected of having been 
initiated into the secret of the forthcoming Budget 
—with what truth we will not pretend to say—aided 
in maintaining the advance; still, to most importers so 
largo a reduction was, to say tho least, unanticipated. ‘The ar- 
guments which led toa remission of 5d. per Ib., in the last 
fiuancial year, were supposed already to have spent their main 
force ; but in Mr. Guapsrove’s mind it appears they were only 
awaiting opportunity to gain their due momentum, the rate of 
increase in the consumption of tea being accelerated in the degree 
that it is cheapened to the mass of the population, Independently 
of this reduction, the character of the advices received and the 
extent of the exports, the fact that we are close upon the period 
when demand will begin to overtake delivery, has added its 
influence. 

‘That Mr. Giapstone should so effectually have rescued him- 
sclf from tho strife of barley to give the benefit of a reduction 
of 20 per cent. on the long price of ten is certainly creditable 
to his discretion and independence, refusing, as he did, to 
abandon the significancy and efficacy of the present reduction by 
frittering away a portion of its cost to less general interests. 
The reduction from 1s. to 6d. was a matter of justice, and 
a proof of financial foresight; but we must yield expression 
to the unnecessary individual injustice by which it is accom- 
panied, not so much through giving immediate effect to it, 
as in not allowing a retrospective action to the measure 
so far as concerns teas released from bond and still held 
in original packages. On the Ist inst. the CHANCELLOR 
of the Excurquer took advantage of an unguarded 
inquiry as to tho application of the remission to “ stocks 
in hand” to deny its practicability, as it would involve au 
inquiry unknown to our usages ; but there are records of duties 
paid,and all such packages as importers could vouch for as 
being still held by them or others from them, and released 
within a given period, might reasonably have experienced the 
benefit of the remission. The grace of the gift has thus been 
marred by the manner of the giving. If this plan were judged 
undesirable, the giving immediate effect to the resolution should 
not have been urged so warmly on the Committee of the 
House, 

As to the future of the home market, much confessedly de- 
pends on reduced consignments, or rather the course taken by 
buyers in China; for tens of fine quality, properly cured and 
up to the standard, realise high prices ; whereas deliveries of 
teas late, weak, and out of condition, cannot have other than 
a depressing influence. Tho warnings we have given to China 
shippers, the advices sent out by London houses to their agents, 
and theexperiencc derived from bills drawnagainst tea discounted 
by the banks, which, when realised, failed to net the first cost, have 
had their effect ; but there is still the liability to too sanguine 
expectatious, and it is impossible to weed out the adventurers 





concerned. in overtrading, or speculators who seek merely to 
take advantage of the rate of exchange to make good their 
losses by shipping produce. Early increased consumption in 
this country, as the direct effect of the remission, cannot be 
largely calculated upon, the rise of prices (and these are stil] 
advancing), counteracting to a seusible extent that advantage ; 
whilst as to the rise, the influences operating ou it through the 
American and Continental markets, are at once so exceptional 
and yet likely to be so permanent, that a fuir prospect presents 
itself of present quotations being well maintained, and with- 
out undergoing that speedy revulsion which followed on the 
advance of prices which the former reduction of the tea duty 
occasioned. 

‘The data for determining the effect of remission of duty on 
tea, on the consumption of that article in the United Kingdom, 
are partly provided by past experience; but the actual fact that 
it is now more than ever brought within reach of the masses, 
and that labourers are prosperous and trade good, adds a new 
condition to be taken into account, Mr. GuapsroxE is too 
fond of analogies not to have reverted in thought, as he schemed 
this item of the Budget, to the effect of a similarly proportion- 
ate reduction in 1746, when an abatement of the tea duty from 
4s, to 2s. per lb, resulted in an undiminished revenue from 
that article ; a period, however, too remote for carrying out the 
analogy. A further reduction in 178+ stimulated consumption 
almost in a similar ratio. On coming to the present century 
we find the reduced dutics of 1835 creating a consumption of 
44,000,000 instead of 33,000,000 pounds, whilst the increase in 
1840-41 caused an actual decline in collected duties from the 
amount reached five years previously, ‘Tho enlightened legis- 
lation of Sir Roperr PEEL in 1842 revived the receipts, and the 
deliveries of this article have doubled within the last twenty years. 
It would require the consumption by every individual in the 
United Kingdom above ten years of ago of S$lbs. of sugar 
per annum to make good the sacrifice in favour of tea 
for the present financial year. ‘This allowance, after all, 
would be but moderate. In 1863, when the census gave 
22,640,000 adults, the average consumption was but 3¥lbs. 
per head per annum ; the proportion arithmetically allotted to 
the working classes being 2jlbs., and to those higher in the 
social scalo from that point up to 10lbs. peranuum. For 
ourselves, looking to the general condition of the country, we 
have every confidence in # rapid augmentation of consumption, 
In a more general view, this remission must be regarded as 
fraught with numerous collateral benefits. On the Continent, 
where all fiscal changes are regarded with intense interest, the 
realisation of the calculations of the CHaNcELLoR of the Ex- 
CHEQUER must aid in disseminating that doctrine of pure politi- 
cal economy under which specific Customs tariffs judiciously 
diminished may be shown to yicld eventually, directly or in- 
directly, @ larger aud increasing revenue. The United States 
during the past year took but half its accustomed supply, aud 
notwithstanding a differential duty in favour of tea brought 
direct from the country of production, must mainly recuperate 
its stocks from our own deliverics. Russia aud Prussia, too 
are improving customers. 








THROUGH OVERLAND RAILWAY ROUTE TO 
CANTON, 

Tue late enthusiastic inauguration of the meeting of the two 
seas on the Isthmus of Suez—the prelude of the expenditure of 
time and money up toa point that will make o ship canal a 
reality, is calculated to revive in their full force those financial 
and commercial considerations and political arguments which 
exist in favour of a through railway route to Calcutta, with an 
extension to Canton.* ‘Tho project of a Euphrates Valley 
Railway, to connect the Bay of Antioch with steamers on the 
Euphrates, or to be coutinued cight buudred miies to Bussorab, 
engaged the attention of the Board of Trade twenty-three years 
since, and £20,000, furnished by Parliamentary vote, was ex- 
pended on the survey of the earlier section. The feasibility of 
fa railway was never doubted. The Euphrates Valley was the 
actual route of our postal transit to and from India, even bofore 
the colossal wooden seaman surmounted the first India House. 
Down to the year 1815 it was thus made available, the distance 





* The credit for the original projection and elaboration of the scheme 
of a Calais, Constantinople, Calcutta, and Canton Railway, must be ac- 
corded to Mr. William Pare, of the Seville Iron Works, Dublin, the 
Tine to Calcutta being conceived and planned in 1842, and the extension 
to Canton at a somewhat subsequent date, Sir R. M. Stephenson is 
already engaged on a projected jine from Calcutta to Canton, 
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tion, was arrested, tricd, condemned, and summarily 
exccuted. If in truth the linguist was guilty of the charge 
laid against him, we cannot regret the fate, however appalling, 
which has overtaken him. So much depends on the integrity 
of an interpreter, that any dereliction in duty should be severely 
punished. This lesson will no doubt become widely known, 
and will afford a salutary warning to the natives who are cm- 
ployed in those foreign consulates where a qualificd European 
interpreter is not provided. To Chinese are the most iraportant 
negotiations entrusted, the correspondence is left altogether in 
their hands to represent as they like, and the Consuls are mere 
puppets in the hands of men for whose character, and even for 
whose knowledge of the niccties of the Chincse language, they 
possess no guarantec. For these reasons the execution of Wang 
is an event upon which we may congratulate ourselves, as its 
terrors will tako along time to wear away from the minds of 
men in his position.

A report has been issued, by the direction of R. C. Antrobus, 
Esq. (commanding Shanghai Volunteers), of the present ex- 
isting rules of the corps, and suggesting sundry improvements. 
A permanent recruiting committee is strongly recommended, 
as well as an extraordinary meeting of the corps to discuss the 
state of the standing orders, The committee reports that the 
proficiency in drill is far from satisfactory, and that it is de- 
sirable to place all the members under elementary instruction. 
A knowledge of guard and patrol duty is mentioned as 
especially requisite to the efficiency of a Volunteer Corps, us 
also is regular attendance on the part of those advanced from 
squad-drill to parading with the battalion. ‘Ihe question of a 
Volunteer Club is also mooted, and strongly approved’ of as 
tending to promote friendship atnong the different members of 
the corps ;and it is suggested that members of one corps should 
be considered casual meinbers of all other companies throughout 
China and Japan, and be entitled to fall-in with them 
during their drill. | The following dctail is given as being, in

KIU-KIANG. 

A correspondent at Kin-kiang informs us of the dulness 
prevailiug at that port. The weather has lately been so un- 
seasonablo, that the training for the raccs and all other out- 
door amusements have come to a standstill, An amateur 
theatrical company, composed of the tidewaiters and municipal 
and consular constables, have devoted themselves to dispelling 
the ennui which weighs on the spirits of the foreign residents. 
On the evening of the 11th inst,, the following pieces were put 
on the stage :—“ A Desperate Game,” and ‘Tom Taylor's farce, 
“A Blighted Being.” We have received no criticism on the 
performance, but the actors are said to act very fairly as a 
body. A large force of braves has been sent into the neigh- 








bourhood, and, as usual, there has been a slight disturbance, 
Nothing, however, of any importance had occurred up to the 
date of our advices. 

HONG KONG. 

The P.O. mail of 10th Feb. arrived out on the 25th March, 
‘The datcs are down to the morning of the 26th, 

The following on the “Celestial Cup,”, is from the Evening 
Mail :— 

We have much pleasure in drawing attention to @ specimen 
of native silversmiths’ work now on view at Mr, D. Lapraik’s, 
Our readers are aware that, a short time ago, many old mem- 
bers and friends of the London Scottish Volunteers subscribed 
for a challenge cup to be competed for by members of that 
corps and to be designated “The Celestial Cup.” In order to 
give the proposed prize an appearance suited to the place of 
its origin, the ornamentation and workmanship are entirely 
Chinese, the outline and conformation of the cup being after 
the present English manner. The ‘Celestial Cup” is two 
feet high from the bottom of the pedicle to the apex of the 
lid. The body of the vessel is well proportioned as regards 
breadth and depth, and has a rich, massive appearance, rendered 
still more effective by the addition of two dragon handles, The 
lid is a very fine piece of workmanship, displaying good castings 
of several dragons in that state of confused animation which 
pervades all Chinese designs, aud eems to mark their furthest 
reach of fancy in metallic modelling as in alto relief. The 
rampant attitudes of the intermingled reptiles are managed 
so as to bring the general outline of the lid to a proper apex, 
while about the base native vegetation, in which the lotus flower 
is most prominent, has been appropriately introduced. The body 
of the vase has, for its external decorations, the usual quaint- 
looking fighting figures in relief, the perspective being that of 
the willow-pattern school displayed in perfection. The military 
tactics which the Chinese artist thus hands down to 
posterity will doubtless serve to remind the mem- 
bers of the London Scottish Corps of the vast strides 
that have been made in warfare since the period illus- 
trated on the “Celestial Cup,”—the same era of which traces 
are proserved in the fights at Donnybrook Fair. Though the 
larger portion of the space has been devoted to military evo- 
lutions, as befits the purpose for which the prize is presented, 
there are other representations of Chinese life and manners 
given in the same quaint style. The handles are very finely 
wrought, and show that in delineating the lizard tribe the 
Chinese decidedly excel. The bowl is supported by a cluster 
of bamboos, the canes and leaves being well executed, and 
gracefully disposed to answer their purpose in the general de- 
sign. They form, we think, the most attractive feature 
of the work, and, as well as the lid aud handles, the most 
elaborately wrought. The bamboo, we need scarcely mention, 
is everything with tho Chinese,—food, clothing, furniture, and 
utensils of labour. It should never be absent in any artistic 
design intended to wear a national aspect, and there are few 
works of art in the precious metals where it may not, as in the 
present case, be most suitably introduced. 

Having thus paid a proper tribute to the cunning workman- 
sbip of the Chinese craftsman, it only remains for us to mention 
that the “ Celestial Cup” will be sent to England and forwarded. 
to Lord Elcho by the next out-going mail. The terms of com- 
petition have been left to his lordship, but it is understood that 
it can only become the property of the competitor who wins it 
for two consecutive years. 

This is, we suppose, the first prize ever sent to England by 
any colony ; and the “China Cup,” lately subscribed for, or 
begun to be subscribed for’ at Shanghai and in Hong Kong, will 
in all likelihood, be the second. The latter, we doubt not, will 
be equally welcomed by our crack shots at home, and both will 
do honour to the Volunteer spirit which marks Englishmen, 
even in the most distant colonies. 

We must not omit to notice the inscription, with the wreath 
encircling it, The former, which is neatly engraved, indicates 
the origin and destination of the gift; the latter, the na- 
tionality of the givers and receivers, it being formed of such 
flowers as the heather, the “ forget-me-not,” and the wild 
rose, with the thistle as a central gem ; over the latter paws 
the rampant Scottish lion, and a scroll is legible with the motto 
upon it of “ Wha daur meddle wi’ me!” which is a good 
Doric rendering of the old legend, “ Nemo me impune lacessit.” 

The value of the “Celestial Cup” is about five hundred 
dollars, and the number of subscribers amounts to sixty. 
After being on view at Mr, D, Lapraik’s during to-morrow, it 
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will, we believe, be exposed’ at tho club, previously to being 
packed up for transmission by the P. and O. Company. 

His Royal Highness the Duc de Brabant left Hong Kong on 
his way home, via Galle, in Her Majesty’s ship Adventure. We 
understand that H.R.H. had received telegrams from Europe 
informing him of the serious illness of his father, and requir- 
ing his immediate return, consequently he has been obliged to 
defer his projected visit to the North and Japan.

The following report on the Post-oflice appeared in the 
Hong Kong Ge:cile, and will be found interesting :— 

General Post-office, Hong Kong, Feb, 22, 1865. 

Sit,—I do myself the honour to report, for the information of his 
Excellency the Governor, that the revenue which accrued from this de- 
partment to the colonial Government, during the year 1864, amounted 
w $86,341.11, being an increase of $17,581.20n the revenue for the 
year 1863, $35,208.36 on the revenue of 1862, and $51,021.57 on the 
Tevenue of 1861, which shows the steady and continued prosperity of the 
office, 

The expenditure for the year 1864, so far as the same has been de- 
frayed by the colony, amounts to $24,431.5, or $3,215.63 in excess of 
the expenditure of the year 1863, and this is accounted for by the con- 
tinued increase in the gratuities paid to masters of vessels, under the 12th 
clause of the Post-oflice Ordinance, for the conveyance of ship mails ; 
the employment of an additional sorter, and the increased expenditure at 
the Packet Agencies atthe Ports in China and Japan, 

‘The amount of Imperial revenue which was collected in Hong Kong, 
and remitted to the General Post-ollice in London during the year 1864, 
was £26,067. Ils. being an increase of £1,981. 6s. on the revenne of 
1863, £7,504. ‘3d. on the revenue of 1862, and £15,809, 7s. 94d. on 
the revenue of 1861. 

In the cases of both the Imperial and Colonial revenue I consider the 
increases to have arisen from the additions which have been made to com- 
merce at the various ports in China and Japan, and alto to the addition 
to the mercantile and banking population of Hong Kong. 

The total revenue of the Hong Kong Post-otfice for the year 1864, 
amounts to $21,1465.35, or a total excess over the previous years’ 
revenue of $27,091.26, 

From August last the business of the department has been carried 
on ina portion of the Supreme Court House, and pending the completion 
of the new Post-otfice, now in course of erection, these temporary ollices 
will be sufficient for the requirements of the department. 1 fully antici - 

ate, however, that in the new building I shall be able to give the public 
increased facilities, and I hope to make many improvements in the 
efficiency of the office. 

During the past year the mails sent and received by the French line of 
packets hare increased in some small degree. 

The compulsory use of Colonial postage stamps in the payment of 
postages in Hong Kong, and also at the ports, has met with complete suc- 
cess; and although great opposition was made to the measure al the out- 
set, itis now, I believe, admitted on all sides to have advantages over the 
old system of payments in money, and so far as the departinent and its 
agencies are concerned, the introduction and use of stamps has been 
tound an improvement. 

The illegal transmission of correspondence by the great firms still 
continues; and it has been observed that although some of the houses 
who have important agencies at Shanghai seldom receive theit cor 
pondence arriving by the British Contract Packets through the post, yet in 
‘many cases their correspondence sent from and to the same place by the 
French Mail Packets passes through the Post-office; and 
submit that this fact goes to show that greater attention is 
paid to the regulations and law which prohibits the transmission 
of general correspondence outside the mails,on board the Messa- 
geries Imperiales steamers, than is given to the subject on board 
the veseels of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, which are under contract to Her Majesty's Government for the 
conveyance of wails, and who are prohibited under that contract from 
carrying letters otherwise than in the mails, excepting of course such 
letters as are exempt by law, but notwithstanding, the vessels of this com- 
pany never make a trip to or from the northern ports under contract. or 
otherwise, without illegally conveying correspondence; and although I 
have taken every means in my power to prevent the continuance of the 
system, which injures the revenue and gives advantages to those who 
adopt it, over those who adopt the legal method of seading their corres- 
pendence, I regret to say that my attempts have been unsuccessful, 

‘The accounts of the department still grow in intricacy, and I am unable 
to recommend any change which would work advantageously in the system 
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of keeping them, except it be to adopt a similar system to that which J 
believe prevails with the Australian Colonies, or sume of them, and that 
is for the colony to retain all the revenue collected here, the Imperial 
Post-office acting in like manner with that collected in London, and for 
the colony to contribute annually, say £20,000, or some other 
fair fixed sum which might be arranged, to the General Post- 
office in London. A system of this kind would much lessen 
the work of the bookkeeper and the bulk of the accounts 
here, and 1 think be more satisfactory to the department, the local Go- 
vernment, and the Imperial Post-office; and if such an arrangement is 
entertained by the authorities in London, a simple system of accounts 
might easily be adopted to suit all parties concerned.—I am, Sir, your 
most obedient servant, F, W. Mircnent, Postmaster-General.

SIAM, 
BANGKOK. 

His Majesty the King of Siam reads his Siam Times, and 
will have justice done in cases where his newspaper points to 
offenders, Judgment has been given in the case of Amdeng 
P'lap 2. Nai Pin, ‘Ihe latter was charged by the complainant 
with abduction and cruelty. The case was sent by the tribunals 
at Chantabun to Bangkok for trial, and in that capital judg- 
ment was given against Nai P'in, The particulars of the case 
were published in the journal named, and thus reached the 
notice of His Majesty, who issued a peremptory order for Nai 
P'in's appearance before the superior tribunals in Bangkok. 
The facts were proved, and it was decreed that Nai P’in should 
receive sixty lashes, be subjected for three {days to the fire, ie, 
sit on an iron tripod over burning embers, pay a fine of twenty- 
four catties, 1,920 ticals, and suffer imprisonment. The 
sentence has not yet been executed, and will be deferred till 
his Excellency Chow Phya Phraklang returns from Laconchasri. 
He may have some influence in modifying its execution, “ It 
is more than probable (remarks our Siamese contemporary) 
that Amdeng P'lap’s grievance would never have been redressed 
had it not been published. We do not say this to induce 
others to pursue the same course in petty affairs, but whero 
there is a real wrong and grievous hardship which the victims 
thereof have reason to think will not meet with due attention 
from the appointed tribunals, our columns are open to them, 
and even in Siam we think there are few hardy enough to brave 
public condempation and reprobatiou.” 

The Siamese gunboat which went to look after the’ Captain 
of the Mah Ave has returned. She brought from Chumpaun 
the two Chinese left there by the mate, and from Patchu the 
European who from illness was obliged to remain behind. The 
long-boat of the Fak Ace has also been brought on to Bangkok. 
Nothing has, as yet, transpired! respecting the second mate 
who strayed on shore this side of Singora, 

His Majesty the Supreme King of Siam has appointed Mr. 
A. Markwald Consul for Siam in Berliu, and Mr. P, W.jAuchin- 
closs Consul for Siam at Batavia, 

Mr, Paul Lessler has been appointed Prussian Coneul for 
Siam. By the treaty betwcen Prussia and Siam, the citizens 
of the following German States will come under the protec- 
tion of the Prussian Consul :—Prussia, Batavia, Saxony, Han- 
over, Wurtemburg, Baden, Electoral Hesse, Grandducal Hesse, 
Saxe Weimar Eiscuach, Saxe Mciuingen, Saxe Altenburg, Saxo 
Coburz Gotha, Schwarzburg, Rudolstadt, Schwarzburg Sonder- 
shausen, the Elder Branch of Reuss, the Younger Branch of 
Keuss, Brunswick, Oldenburg, Nassau, Free ‘lown of Frankfort, 
Grand Duchies of Mecklenburg Schwerin, and the Grand Duchies 
of Mecklenburg Strelitz, 

It is reported that in digging about the ruins of an old 
temple at Ayudhia, an image of Budh was found. The image 
is about 3 feet high. It is a composition of copper and gold, 
and tho metal is said to be worth 8 ticals for every tical’s 
weight. The image is being burnished, to be in a suitable state 
for presentation to the King. It is said that some jewels and 
some old silver coins were likewise found, 

The first marriago ever performed between a British subject 
and a Siamese, with a regular Consular license, has taken place 
at Bangkok. The bridegroom was a compositor in the office of 
the Siam Times.

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from London to Bussorah being accomplished in 30 days, and 
thence by fast-sailing schooners to Bombay in 12 days more. 
The Syrian disturbances, involving the intervention of France, 
have been regarded as having prevented the British Govern- 
ment from giving effect by a guarantee to the scheme of a 
Euphrates Valicy Railway ; but the continued reticence of suc- 
cessive cabinets since 1857 must be taken as indicating a con- 
viction of the insufficiency of either a line from Antioch con- 
necting with river steamers, or its continuance to Bussorah, to 
answer present requirements, as involving several transhipments. 
Commerce is best diverted by lessening the number of inter- 
vening agencies. The proposed through route contemplates 
the extension of the liue of railway from Vicuna to Basiasch 
to the Bosphorous, the road crossing by a tubular bridge, 
thence to Alexandretta on the Mediterranean, and by the 
Euphrates Valley and the northern shore of the Persian Gulf to 
Kurrachee. Here it would presently unite with lines com- 
pleted or in progress, eonnecting it on the one hand with 
Bombay and on the other with Calcutta, whence the route 
would lie through Burmah and the intervening Chinese provinces 
to Cauton. One-fourth of the route from London to Calcutta 
is already built in Europe, and one-half the distance from 
Bombay to Calcutta completed. With such a choice of way, 
fow engineering difficulties need be encountered, whilst con- 
tinuous and available labour could at all points be relied upon. 
We do not disguise from ourselves the enormous cost of the 
undertaking ; but commanding, as this railway must, a fair pro- 
portion of the trade between Europe and the Far East—say 
one-fourth of the whole sggregate—creating as well as develop- 
ing resources along its route, and constituting the grand stem 
of numerous offshoots, we aro satisfied that the required capital 
would be forthcoming on the provision of a Government 
guarantce of 5 per cent. on capital account; this account to 
include maintenance of way, and the Imperial guarantee to be 
supplemented by another of 14 per cent. by the Indian 
Government, That Government contributes a moderate 
anoual sum alrcady to the promotion of intercourse with 
China, and could hardly be said to have a secondary in- 
terest in a through route which would stamp a new value on 
the railways of India, increase its actual trade, and augment 
its powers of competition in European markets. A legitimate 
basis of calculation is afforded by the Indian railways in opera- 
tion. Of the guarantce on the lines of £13,000,000, upwards of 
£2,500,000 have been paid back, half this amount between May, 
1863, and May, 1864. The success of those lines is no longer 
problematical, and each succeeding year places them in a better 
position, accruing profits augmenting rapidly in the ratio of 
their extension. ‘The local trade of a through railway route, 
even in Central Asia, would be enormous. Whilst in Syria it 
would lead to a large investment of European enpital in inter- 
tropical products, it would, as it proceeded, effect. communi- 
cations from Bushire with Bokhara aud Herat, and stimulate 
whole Asiatic populations, who only necd a motive to exertion 
to produce any required amount of indigo, spices, cotton, 
and other productions, 

The materials of exchange between China, India, and Europe 
are especially suited for railway conveyance, a consideration 
only second to that of the value of time, Numerous minor 
articles, too, would thus find their way into imports and ex- 
ports, The effect of such a railway on the ivland trade of 
China, regarded as subsidiary to foreign trade, can hardly be 
exaggerated. Passing over an immense region of country, aud 
tapping innumerable rivers and canals, it would prove of in- 
finite servico in breaking up those combinations among China 
merchants and dealers that now harass our transactions, and 
would afford us rare facilities fur disposing of our goods. The ex- 
tension to Cauton is necessary, if only to improve the advantages 
in our power. The effect of the present overland route on our 
trade is but a slight token of the results to be anticipated from 
line of unbroken railway communication from Ostend to 
Canton, Besides extending the profits of the forcigu trade 
carried on by China beyond the immediate vicinity of the 
existing treaty ports, it would enlarge China dealings with 
neighbouring islands, and secure for conveyance a large propor- 
tion of the products of Java, Manila, and Borneo, in addition 
to considerable quantities of tea, silk and other products of 
Japau. The estimate we have given as to the proportion of 
through transit trade refers only to merchandise ; this through 
line, go far as it linked existing lines, would have the monopoly 
of the conveyance of the precious metals and the revenue de- 
rivable from a contermigous telegraphic line.

supply of raw products thus secured would alone compensate 
for the cost in a national point of view, for it is in the manu- 
facture of these our chief profits are obtained. And not only 
would trade be rapidly augmented, but better regulated. A week 
to Calcutta! Ten days to Canton! What a triumph would 
this be; and it is a triumph within our reach. A con- 
stantly extending trade is the very atmosphere and life of 
all commercial nations ; and, looking to our improving relations 
with China, a railway scheme which will make that country 
the terminus of European and Indian lines, must be accounted 
full of promise. The financial nucleus of the company to 
undertake the work may be found among those who have in- 
terested themselves in the Euphrates Valley Railway; but a 
through overland route would excite from the first infinitely 
greater interest, commanding the attention of the whole mone- 
tary world. The political reasons that should influence the Go- 
vernment to furnish the required guarantee are of the first mag- 
nitude. The secured territorial position of France on the Isthmus 
of Suez enables her to dominate at will over the commerce of the 
Red Sea, aud to confront us on our path to India, The Turkish 
question continucs of far greater moment than is commonly 
supposed, and if this through railway would solve none of the 
problems that there present themselves, it would at least avertim- 
pending dangers ; giving as it would to Turkey the meansof finan- 
cial and industrial resurrection, We would gain the advautage of 
protecting more securely an important portion of our Indian fron- 
tier, and with the strategic basis thus provided, could not fail 
to realise the apprehensions expressed years since in the Revue 
Contemporaine by the Count DE WaRREN, and to maintain an 
ascendancy of political influence and commorcial power which 
no possible combinations could weaken, 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade Returns for the month and three 
mouths ended the 3]st March may be regarded on the whole as 
favourable, although there are no changes calling for any special 
remark. The total declared value of exports for the month of 
March is £13,770,154 against £13,555,674 in 1864 and 
£10,217,473 in 1863, which is an increase over the former 
period of £214,480 and over the latter of £3,552,681. For 
the three months of the present year the total is £35,635,707 ; 
in 1864 it was £36,667,381, and in 1863 £27,561,204, which 
shows a decrease of £1,031,674 as compared with 1864, but 
an increase of £8,074,503 as contrasted with 1863, The most 
important variations exhibited in tho present returns are, as 
respects exports, an increase in the articles of alkali, beer and 
ale, coals and culm, cotton manufactures, earthenware, hard- 
ware and cutlery, linen manufactures, machinery and seed oil ; 
but a decline in cotton yarn, haberdashery and millinery, linen 
yarn, metals, thrown silk, silk manufactures, woollen and 
worsted yarns, and woollen manufactures. As regards imports, 
an increase is shown in raw cotton, guano, tanned hides, tallow, 
wool, cocoa, coffee, spirits, sugar, and tobacco. On the other 
hand, there has been a decline in flax, leather manufactures, 
flaxseed and linseed, raw silk, woollen manufactures, tea, and 
wine, The trado to and from the Far East, as far as distinc.
